AS officer dismissed amid controversy

After more than an hour of 
heated discussion Tuesday, As- 
sociated Students approved AS 
President Joe Ahn’s dismissal of 
Elisha Back, vice president of 
finance, and immediately. ap- 
proved the appointment of Dar- 
ren Jones to the vacated posi- 
tion. - 

- Although there wasstrong age 
reement among AS adminis- 
trators and representatives that 


* . Back had performed her duties 


responsibly, Ahn disagreed and_ 
said that she did not perform the 
job to his standards. 

“By the structure of the office, 
there aregPrtain actions and or- 
ders that expect my staff to fol- 
low,” Ahn suid i in defense of the 


dismissal. “She did not follow

ways that I expected her to.” 
Ahn said the AS executive 
cabinet held a meeting in Oc- 
tober in which other members 
discussed the possibility of 
Back’s dismissal. Ahn decided to. 
wait until the end of the fall 
‘semester to make a decision 
based on his expectations of her, 
which were apparently laid out 
— during-the meeting. ‘- 
Ahn said he “waited... (and) 
carefully evaluated” Back’s per- 
formance, before requesting 
Back’s resjgnation on Jan. 3 and 
fonmally orice her dismissal 
on Jan. 17. Back was not present 
as the dismissal was approved 
at Tuesday’s meeting.

or powerful and not good, but not both.” | 

- Krishman’s speech, sponsored by Campus 
loged the question 


of whether maximuni~goodness means 


maximum hanpiness and pleasure without 
suffering. 

All elements of life, good and evil, prevail 
through a process. of ‘time and change, he 
said. ae 

“No evil can exist without there first being 
something good to changé it from. Therefore 
the very existence of evil proves God exists,” 
stated Krishman. 

Evil resulted from the free will we have 
as human beings created by God, he said. 
Krishman reminded the students that God 
created man with the ability to make 
choices, and that God cannot control every- 


thing without destroying that freedom. 

“Freedom requires choices and a fixed ex- 
ternal environment which cannot: be 
equally convenient for all,” he said. 

Krishman related the beginning of all 
evils to Lucifer and Adam and Eve. 

The main evils in society today, Krishman 
said, stem from the psychological evils 
brought about when Adam and Eve disco- 
vered their nakedness and covered their 
bodies. They were no longer comfortable 
with who they were and they. were afraid 
for others to see them as such, which has

Ti rustees indicate 
fee hike is urgent :

State tuition fees will proba- 
bly soar above Gov. Pete Wilson's 
proposed 20 percent increase in 
1991-92, representatives from 
the CSU board of trustees and 
UC board of regents have said. 

On Thursday, the board of re- 
gents is expected to approve a 
budget for the nine-campus UC 
system which might raise fees 
by 20. percent or more, officials 
said Tuesday. 

In March, the CSU board of 
trustees will adopt its budget for 
1991-92. Trustee Willie Stennis 


said the CSU. will have to raise . 


fees even higher than the prop- 
osed 20 percent or accept fewer 
students. | ; 

But accepting fewer students 
is‘not an option in the coming 
year, “according to press repre- 
sentatives from the board of 
truStees. Increased enrollment 
of 7,500 students system-wide is 
expected in the fall. 

“It is too far along in the ad- 
missions cycle to do anything 
about the number of incoming- 
students,” said Ellis McCune, 
acting chancellor. 

Stennis is the only trustee

Making -a - choice helene 
limiting enrollment and hiking 
tuition costs is not a decision 
most CSU representatives are 
looking forward to, Benavidez 
said. Raising fees will probably 
discourage a lot of students from 
attending CSUs, while cutting 
enrollment. would deny many. 
students an education. 

The proposed 20 percent in- 
crease in basic, academic fees 
would cost CSU students an ad- 
ditional $156, raising fees to 
annually for under--. 
graduates who are state resi-~ 
dents. Student government fees 
and other external charges at‘in- 
dividual universities will push 
the total sum over the $1,000° 
mark for most students. 

The 20. percent hike would 
raise an additional $46.8 mil- 
lion for the CSU, but it might - 
not be enough to compensate for = 
the $123 million cut proposed by - ’ 
the governor's office. 

The UC board of regents is 
considering a student fee in- 
crease of up to 40 percent, ac- 
cording to the Los Angeles 
Times. 

Associated Students Presi- 
~ dent Joe Ahn wants AS mem- 
bers to oppose the increase and. 
also begin drafting student peti-__ 
‘tions and initiating ‘letter cam- 
paigns. 

The exact rate of increase will 
not be known until this summer ~ 
when the. governor's proposal is 
voted upon and the trustees con- 
sider adoption of any increase.

The new en would require 
computers with 300 megabytes 
of memory verses the 30 mega- 
byte capacity of existing com- 
‘puters in the center. 

"Maria Elenbaas, assistant di- 
rector of the Advisement Center, 
said the staff needs the new com- 
puter terminals to service the in- 
creasing student population. 

The center sees approxi- 
mately 14,000 students and re- 
ceives about 10,000 phone calls 
each year. It advises the 1,000 
or more undeclared under- 
graduates and also sees: stu- 
dents of specific, majors acching, 
general counseling.

Sleeping with the Enemy 


If “Fatal Attraction” was home-cooked steak 
and potatoes, then “Sleeping with the Enemy” is 
drive-thru Chinese food. While the Julia Roberts 
yehicle is entertaining, it neither leaves a lasting 
impression, nor fully satisfies the audience. 

The film is a good one, but it is filled with 
unrealized potential. It holds the audience's atten- 
tion, providing the requisite number of close calls, 
villains-eye view chases, and surprise confronta- 
tions. 

The problem, however, lies in the film’s ab- 
breviated, trite dialogue, and-an all too quick, 
blink-and-it's-gone, climax. 

The story reyolves around Roberts as Laura 
Burning;a battered wife who fakes her own death 
to escape her obsessive husband, eerily played by 
Patrick Bergin. Burning moves across the country 
and enjoys a new life until her husband, incensed 


-at being outwitted, stalks her to reap his revenge. ~ 


The movie's story is told with a disturbing lack 
of discourse between the characters. Minimal 
dialogue can‘add suspense, and need not detract 
from a film’s merit, but, if that is the screenwri- 

. ter’s intent, then what dialogue there is increases 
in importance. The writing Bosc to be intelligent 


enough to add t to the plot’s cress and not 
so abridged that it becomes a mere series of flash 
cards for the audience. It is obvious that screen- 
writer Ronald Bass fell into this trap. * 

For example, in case the. audience missed 
Roberts’ frantic escape step by step, the script 
provides the audience with countless sledgeham- 
mer hints. . 

v Take Roberts describing her plight to a kindly 
stranger: “He was a horrible man. If she didn’t 


do things perfectly, he would pune her. So she 


escaped.” & 
Too much of.this movie. Sela as ‘ andealictic as 
the dialogue, and, as a result. the story just. does 


not wash. 
Joseph Rubin provides solid direction and crea- 


- tive filming to Nancy Price’s novel, yet the focus 


is planted squarely on Roberts. She seems better 
suited to broader strokes of emotion than to the 
more quiet displays of her character’s complexity. 
Initially coming off as distressed, only later does 
she truly shine, showing the force of Laura's 
wrenching. fear. 

Where this film eventually fails, however, is ine: 
weak climax. With the audience's juices flowing, 
the plug is pulled se-quickly there is haraly time
